Iran government forces retake 
abandoned Turkoman positions 


. GpNBAD-E-QABOUS, Iran 
April 3 (AP) — Iranian army 
troops - and pro-government 
irregulars swept through the west- 
ern sector of this embattled north- 
east I ranian city Tuesday after 
rebel Turkoman forces aban- 
doned positions under cover of 
darkness. 

- Helicopter gunships were cruis- 
ing the SO kilometers of rugged 
land between the town, and the 
Soviet border to the north, seek- 
ing out rebel bands possibly hiding 
in the region's scattered villages. 

Estimates by officials and jour- 
nalists indicate that from 130 to

A . government-sponsored 
Ceasefire came into effect Monday 
afternoon, but scattered automa- 
ts; weapons fire and heavy shelling 
continued through Tuesday morn- 
ing 

By Tuesday afternoon, the gov- 
ernment forces, loyal to Ayatollah 
Khomeini, appeared to be- 
encountering no resistance. 

The force of. soldiers and 
Mojahedin guerrillas loyal to the 
government appeared to amount 
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to about 1,500 men. They care- 
fully edged their way along the ci- 
ty’s deserted streets. All shops in 
the dry of 60.000 appeared to be 
closed. 

The government forces first 
began into the city Monday night. 
Street lights were out and the sol- 
diers moved carefully, fearful of 
possible ambushes. 

House-to-house searches by 
government troops are uncover- 
ing a wealth of war material left 
behind by the rebels, including 50 
cal. machineguns, ammunition, 
and special sniper rifles with tele- 
scopic sights. 

Ali Azzizi, a Mojahedin com- 
mander. said the sophistication of 
captured weapons indicated a 
trained guerrilla force, rather than 
simply angry Turkoman tribes- 
■” men. 

“The firepower we have been 
encountering in Gonbad in the 
past week has not been coming 
from amateur gunmen." he said. 
144 Ont the contrary, these guerril- 
las have had good training and 
they know how to use guns." 

Army commanders and 
Mohahedin officials are unclear 
about the number of Turkoman 
rebels they faced during more 
than a week of bitter fighting in 
the rubble-strewn ciry. Army 
commanders however, indicated 
the force was considering a fumre 
rebellion. 

They claimed a possible Soviet 
connection in the uprising. 

“It believe a large amount of 
military supplies for the rebel 
Turkomans has come from across 
the border," said Maj. Muham- 
mad Javad Moazen. “People on 
both sides of the border look the 
same, speak the same language 
and are in some cases related. 

44 In a situation like this, how can 
I be certain about who was shoot- 
ing at my men?" 

Moazen said rebels captured 
and disarmed IS- 20 army border 
posts in the region during the 
rebellion, making off with sub- 
stantial quantities of arms and 
ammunition. 

Turkoman tribesmen with 
legitimate demands, he said, were 
used by Communist agents and 


the leftist Fedayin, who allegedly 
played a key part in the battles in 
this normally sleepy agricultural 
town. 

The Fedayin have repeatedly 
denied involvement in Iran's 
ethnic uprisings, but military 
forces here claim otherwise and 
say they have bodies of dead 
Fedayin fighters to prove it. 

As army forces and the 
Mojahedin. guerrillas who are 
predominately Persian Iranians 
and were active in the revolt 
against the monarchy, continued 
agonizingly slow searches of the 
town Tuesday, the city's frigh- 
tened inhabitants continued to 
shun open spaces and remained 
-within the relative safety of their 
homes. 

Army tanks and armored can*, 
meanwhile, ringed the town in an 
apparent show of force against any 
possible rebel counter attacks. 

The government, faced with the 
second" major rebellion by a 
national minority in less than a 
month, has promised demands for 
autonomy by tribesmen will even- 
tually be met, but has also warned 
of rough retaliation against 
attempts to take it by force. 

A three-member government 
negotiating committee who 
wiangled Monday night's “cease- 
fire" from warring parties was 
meeting here Tuesday with local 
leaders in a continuing effort to 
defuse violence and plead the 
government's case for time in solv- 
ing the demands of ethnic 
minorities. 

Last month about 200 people 
were killed and more than 400 
injured in the provincial city of 
Sanandaj. in Kindest an Province, 
when rebels took over the city and 
beseiged the army barracks. A 
special government negotiating 
committee mediated a peace, but 
only amid promises that the gov- 
ernment would settle Kurdish 
demands for autonomy as soon as 
possible.

Wafa reports 7 Israeli

DAMASCUS, April 3 {Agen- 
cies) — Palestinian commandos 
said t he y bad inflicted seven 
casualties on Israelis in a naval 
dash lasting over three hours 
sooth of Tel Aviv Monday. 

The Palestine News Agency 
Wafa said Monday night that 
three of the six commandos in a 
vessel attacked by the Israelis 
were wounded and the boat dam- 
aged and seized. 

In Beirut, a spokesman for the 
PLO high command said: “As the 
boat neared the occupied coast 
sooth of Tel Aviv three enemy 
gunboats surrounded it and 
engaged in a fierce battle with our 
fighters. 

“Our fighters used rocket- 
propelled grenades and rockets in 
their battle against the enemy. An 
Israeli boat suffered a direct hit 
that started a fire on its side killing 
and w’o unding seven of its crew- 
men,” the spokesman added. 

He said the battle ended when 
our boat was hit and three of our 
fighters wounded." He did not 
elaborate.

TEL AVIV. April 3 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Menabem Begin 
returned to Israel Tuesday night at 
the end of a two-day visit to Egypt 
in which he agreed to meet Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat in El Arish next 
month. 

Israel is to remove its troops 
from El Arish, in the Sinai, next 
month as part of the Egyptian 
Israeli peace treaty, and the 
Sadat- Begin meeting wfll follow 
the evacuation by one day. 

The withdrawal from the Sinai 
capital, scheduled to be completed 
May 26, is part of a three-year 
pullback by Israeli forces on Egyp- 
tian territory. 

Begin and Sadat announced the 
visit after they held an afternoon 
meeting in Cairo prior to Begin' s 
departure. 

At an airport press conference 
after arriving in Tel Aviv, Begin 
said he and Sadat had reached 
44 important agreements, *' but 
said he would not disclose their 
nature before he reports to a spe- 
cial cabinet session Wednesday. 

Begin said he and Sadat would 
telephone details of their agree- 
ments to President Jimmy Carter 
later in the day. 

In Cairo, Begin and Sadat 
appeared friendly, in contrast to 
the cool reception Begin received 
when he arrived Monday for the 
fust visit to the Egyptian capital by 
an Israeli prime minister. 

Begin said the meeting with 
Sadat would take place one day 
after Israel handed over the city to 
Egyptian authorities. 

On the same day the two leaders 
would helicopter to Beersheba, in 
the Negev desert. Begin said. 

Begin and Sadat fared reporters 
in Cairo prior to the Israeli 
' leader’s departure for Tel Aviv. 
He was seen off at the airport by 
Egyptian Vice President Hosni 


Mubarak, who had met him Mon- 
day. 

44 1 will visit the president in El 
Arish and then we shall declare 
open borders from El Arish on 
May 27," said Begin. 

44 We shall then determine 
about the (air) corridor from 
Cairo to the Ben Gurion airport, 
and also open borders, '' he said. 

44 President Sadat and I have 
promised each other to continue 
our direct contacts so that prog- 
ress is also made in the future, ” 
said Begin . “ we decided that after 
so long a period of state of war, 
nations can make peace and more 
than that, can establish friendship 
and good neighborliness. '' 

The decisions announced by 
Begin and Sadat flew m the face of 
most of the Arab world, which has 
resolved to cut economic aid to 
Egypt and diplomatic ties as pun- 
ishment for Sadat's separate 
detente with Israel. 

In five weeks, Israeli and Egyp- 
tian ministers will open talks on 
granting self-rule to the 1.1 mil- 
lion Palestinians of the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip, Begin said. 

The talks, he added, would 
alternate between El Arish and 
Beersheba. 

The two men said they also 
decided that when Egypt ratified 
the treaty in parliament Monday 
or Tuesday, Egypt's second rank- 
ing diplomat Butros Ghali would 
bring the document to Tel Aviv, 
and Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan would fly to Cairo 
with the ratified Israeli copy of the 
treaty. 

Asked if be was satisfied, Sadat 
said, 44 1 am more than satisfied. " 
Begin said to him, “ Au revoir in 
El Arish on May 27, Til be 
there. " 

Begin said 41 we established 
friendship between the two 


nations. Now there is real friend- 
ship between the two people of 
Israel and the people of Egypt. 
This is more important than any- 
thing else. This wiH decide the 
future. " 

Begin arrived at the meeting 
from a tour of Egypt's National 
Museum in central Cairo, and 
thanked his hosts for what be con- 
sidered to be a warm welcome. 

Begin spoke of “ thousands of 
Egyptians lining the streets, cheer- 
ing and demonstrating their 




friendship 11 as his motorcade 
drove through Cairo to Kubbah 
palace. 44 1 think I have more 
friends here than in Israel, " he 
joked. 

Sadat told reporters he and

mand said its forces had captured 
a freighter in the Mediterranean 
earning commandos on their way 
to a raid inside Israel. 

The communique said the 500- 
ton cargo ship, the Stefanie, was 

registered in Cyprus but belonged 
to the Fateh organization. 

Six commandos and five crew- 
men were taken into custody 
without a fight, the Israeli army 
claimed. The exact location of the 
ship when it wascaptured was not 
revealed. The army spokesman 
said the vessel was seized off the 
coast of northern Israel outside 
territorial waters. 

Israel has increased its naval 
patrols since March 1978, when 
Palestinian commandos floated 
ashore in two rubber boats and 
killed 35 people in the worst 
attack in the country s history. 

Since then the navy has clashed 
with several Fateh ships off the 
Israeli coast 

The army said the Siefanie was 
carrying large quantities of 
weapons and ammunition, includ- 
ing a submachine gun, a grenade 
launcher and hand-held missile 
launchers. 


BAGHDAD, April 3 (Agen- 
cies) — Further sanctions were 
called for against Egypt Tuesday 
for signing a separate peace treaty 
with Israel, as the United States 
took issue with the decision by 
Arab states to boycott Egypt 

Iraq called for the suspension of 
Egypt's membership of the Organ- 
ization of Arab Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries (OAPEC). 

(The Iraq News Agency said 
this would be in line with the polit- 
ical, diplomatic and economic 
sanctions adopted by the Baghdad 
conference. 

The agency said the Iraqi Oil 
Ministry sent a cable to Ali Atiqa, 
OPECs secretary general, asking 
for an extraordinary ministerial 
meeting of the organization to 
suspend Egypt’s membership. 

The agency also said Iraq had 
begun monitoring Egyptian firms 
and companies, to blacklist all 
those who deal with Israel, in 
accordance with regulations of 
Arab Boycott of Israel. 

OAPEC, established in 1968 to 
foster cooperation and joint pro- 
jects in the Arab oil industry, is 
comprised of Saudi Arabia, Iraq. 
Kuwait, The United Arab Emi- 
rates, Qatar, Libya, Syria, Bahrain 
and Egypt. 

Iraq also asked its permanent 
U.N. delegate to communicate to 
Secretary General Kurt Wal- 
dheim the resolutions adopted by 
last week's conference of Arab 
foreign and economy ministers. 

The agency said the envoy 
would stress the need for the 
implementation of the resolutions 
taken against Egypt after it signed 
a separate peace treaty, particu- 
larly those resolutions related to 
the transfer of U.N. offices from 
Cairo. 

The Baghdad resolutions cal- 
led, among other things, for a total 
economic boycott of Egypt, with- 
drawal of Arab ambassadors from 
Cairo and transfer of the Arab 
League Cairo headquarters to 
another Arab capital. 

Tuesday Algeria announced it 
had taken the necessary steps fully 
to applv the bagbdad sanctions. 

The official Algerian news 
agency APS said the decisions 
were taken Monday af a meeting 
of the Politburo of the ruling 
National Liberation Front chaired 
by President Benjerhd Chadli. 

Foreign Minister Muhammad 
Benyahia, who reported to the 
meeting on the Baghdad confer- 


ence, has described the resolu- 
tions adopted there as “minimum 
measures," adding that the door 
remained open for tougher sanc- 
tions. 

Monday a senior Libyan official 
said in Tripoli, Libya would sup- 
port opposition to Sad* “by all 
means," but does not plan an oil 
boycott against states backing the 
treaty. 

The official, who declined to be 
named, said his country had cut all 
links with Egypt, including closing 
borders and cancelling overflying 
rights. 

So far it was giving moral sup- 
port to anti-Sadat forces inside 
Egypt, but “if material support is 
asked for we will not hesitate to 
give it.” 

Tripoli did not consider this to 
be interference in Egypt's internal 
affairs as “ the Arab revolution is 
one movement, which must be 
supported wherever it shows its 
existence.” 

He said Libya was ready to sup- 
port opposition to other “reactio- 
nary regimes." 

His government did not plan a 
unilateral oil boycott against the 
United States or other countries 
. which had welcomed the treaty, 
but if Arab oil exporters decided 
on a boycott, and the official did 
not consider that likely, then 
Libya would join them. 

Libya's main quarrel with the 
United States, he said, was that 
Washington had “cooked up this 
peace treaty while at the same 
time announcing its desire to sup- 
ply both Egypt and Israel with 
mffitaiy aid. This can only help to 
create war against some other 
country." 

Libya believed the peace treaty 
would last only as long as Sadat, 
who would be overthrown before 
the end of this year. 

“Then Israel and Egypt will use 
the U.S. weapons against each 
other ” he said. 

Monday in Washington State 
Department spokesman Hodding 
Carter said “we find the decisions 
taken at Baghdad negative and 
unhelpful" 

He would not have any specific 
comment on the decision until the 
U.S. government had finished 
studying the details, but he said 
that the U-S. peace efforts, which 


led to last year’s Camp David 
summit, the peace treaty and com- 
ing negotiations on autonomy for 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip, 

44 are all part of the process to 
bring real and lasting peace to the 
Middle East.” 

The issues were complex and 
difficult, but the United States felt 
tiie progress so far was a major 
step towards bringing about a 
broader peace. 

“I would note that no-one else 
has proposed anything that, in our 
view, has a real prospect of work- 
ing. Neither we, nor any of the 
parties that have so much at stake 
in the area, should be satisfied 


with a policy that merely criticizes 
and does not propose any con- 
structive alternatives," he said. 

“We have been following the 
situation closely. We recognize 
the strong feelings of many of 
those who participated at Bagh- 
dad. We are going to undertake 
careful soundings of the various 
governments involved before 
reaching any definitive conclu- 
sions about the implications of the 
decisions." 

Carter declined to say what 
form those soundings would take 
and said he did not know how the 
boycott would affect such matters 
as the $ 500 million sale to Egypt 
of 50 F-5E jets. 


New group claims credit 
for U.S. embassy attack 


BEIRUT, April 3 (AP) — A 
previously unheard of group, cal- 
ling itself *' the Arab people, " 
claimed responsibility Monday 
night for a grenade attack on the 
U.S. embassy in Beirut. 

44 Our shells struck the Ameri- 
can godfather of the treaty of 
treason at his Beirut stronghold, " 
said a statement telephoned to lef- 
tist newspaper offices in' the 
Lebanese capital. 

The statement threatened more 
attacks on U.S. 44 targets and 
interests everywhere, " in protest 
against the American role in con- 
cluding the Egyptian -Israeli peace 
treaty. 

The caller who read the state- 
ment refused to answer questions 
about the background of his 
group. He rang off after reciting 
the document. _

and Sunday his political adviser 
predicted 44 days of fire and brims- 
tone. ” Longtime observers of the 
resistance movement tend to 
downplay these threats as primar- 
ily rhetoric for internal consump- 
tion.

Food meeting ends 

Experts urge steps to replace imports 


RIYADH, April 3 — Arab sci- 
entists ended a three day meeting 
on food production in the Arab 
world by calling for greater effort 
to produce and manufacture food 
to lessen dependence on imports.

BANGKOK, April 3 (AP) — Vietnamese and 
Phnom Penh forces captured the last town in Cam- 
bodia known to have been in the hands of the over- 
thrown regime, Thai military sources said Tuesday. 

The action appeared to be part of a sweep of a 
vital section of the Thai- Cambodian border. 

The sources said troops of the Heng Samrin gov- 
ernment and Vietnam Monday attacked and seized 
Pailin, a mining town in rugged country near the 
Thai frontier 300 kilometers northwest of Phnom 
Penh. 

About 500 people both civilians and guerrilla 
troops of the former government fled into Thailand 
at Bo Ray just south of the Pailin area, and that 
Vietnamese troops had landed on the southwestern 
Cambodian coast. 

The area of southwestern Cambodia near the 
Thai border has been pinpointed as a major center 
of anti- Vietnamese guerrilla activity and there was 
speculation that one aim of any drive there might be 
to cut links between the resistance and the Thais. 

In a rare battle report that may indicate a step-up 


in recent fighting inside Cambodia, Hanoi media 
quoted the Phnom Penh news agency SPK as saying 
that hundreds of troops of the former regime had 
been killed or captured over the past few days in the 
province of Handal south of Phnom Penh. 

The Phnom Penh government rarely talks about 
continued warfare in the country, claiming that 
total victory has already been achieved. 

In New York Monday, Sen. Edward Kennedy 
( D.-Mass.J proposed that an international confer- 
ence on Indochina be held to obtain convince 
“ peace, neutrality and independence " for Cam- 
bodia and Laos, and to convince Vietnam to with- 
draw its forces from those countries. 

He said at a meeting of the Council on Foreign 
Relations “ The United States should clearly state 
that h is prepared to normalize diplomatic and trade 
relations with Vietnam " should Hanoi cooperate. 

Kennedy also urged improved trade relations 
with China and the Soviet Union, proposing that 
most- favored- nation status be granted to both 
countries for a one-year trial.

MOBILE, Ala. April 3 ( AP) — 
The mother of condemned killer 
John Loins Evans HI petitioned a

. proceed as planned. 

-The petition was assigned to 
U.S. District Judge W.B. Hand, 
who was to review the petition on 
Tuesday.

The American administration has attacked the Baghdad 
conference resolutions as “ negative and unhelpful ” — which 
is a reasonably accurate view from where the U.S. is looking at 
the question of peace in the Middle East. But the meeting was 
not held to endorse American policy in the region. What the 
American administration has failed to grasp is the fact that the 
peace package it is selling has few buyers because it has too 
many flaws that prevent it from being attractive to the major- 
ity of governments and people in the region. The U.S- has 
insisted on the validity of its approach, and has also insisted on 
ignoring even the possibility of a different approach. 

In the words of State Department spokesman Hodding 
Carter, “ No one else has proposed anything that in our view, 
has a real prospect of working. ” But Mr. Carter and his 
namesake are reminded that the Arabs, including Egypt have 
proposed an alternative that has at least an equal chance of 
working. The step-by-step diplomacy cherished by Mr. Kis- 
singer, denounced by Carter then reinstated has consistently 
demonstrated its inability to satisfy the baric apprehensions of 
Arab countries because by its nature, it leaves too many 
parties out in the cold. While the views of the State Depart- 
ment and the U.S. a dminis tration are highly appreciated, we 
believe that the Arab view should be put at the same level, and 
given the same consideration and chances of success. 

At the risk of repeating what has been clearly stated an 
infinite number of times by Arab officials and the Arab peo- 
ple, the U.S. -as a peace broker is urged to recognize the 
aspirations and hopes of the Arab people, and particularly the 
Palestinians. 

It is also called upon to take all the political variables in to its 
peace calculations. By ignoring the various political currents 
and alliances, as unpleasant as they may be, the U.S. runs the 
risk of aggravating the problem it is trying to solve. 

Geneva has become almost an anathema in American cir- 
cles, but in the view of the majority of Arabs, Geneva or a 
similar conference that includes all the parties to the conflict is 
the alternative Mr. Carter and the Arabs are looking for. 

The commitment of the Arabs to peace in the Middle East is 
on par with the American desire. The issue boils down to a 
choice between a comprehensive peace that serves the region 
as a whole, and the strictly American formula that excludes 
the majority of the Arabs from the peace search.

WASHINGTON — 

Men ahem Begin and Anwar Sadat went to Capitol Hill last vgfeek 
to celebrate their new peace treaty, and both took the occasion to 
warn of a new Soviet threat that must be met. 

In separate, individual appearences before members of the 
House and Senate, Begin and Sadat each proposed that Ids country 
could be a valuable ally in the Middle East to help the United States 
respond to Soviet adventurism. 

On other issues the two leaders were not so unanimous. Sadat 
called on the United States to u use your position to moderate the 
position of the Israelis'* on the sensitive issue of autonomy for Pales- 
tinians in Israeli-occupied territory on the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip. 

Sadat said negotiations on some form of autonomy for those 
Palestinians will povide “a good test' of the real prospects for long- 
term peace between Israel and its Arab neighbors. 

Speaking of the Soviet danger, Sadat said there was"a problem 
of intervention’' in the Middle East, a reference to the Soviet and 
Cuban role in the region. To deal with that problem, Sadat said 
“there must be a military power that can serve as a deterrent.’' He 
proposed that Egypt play that role — an implicit request for substan- 
.cial military aid from tire United States. 

“We want to be strong enough to maintain peace," Sadat said. 
Begin spoke glumly of recent world events, which he said 
demonstrated that “liberty is in danger.” - 

“ During the last two years the Soviet Union took over by proxy 
six countries," Begin said, then enumerated seven: Angola, Mozam- 
bique, South Yemen, Afghanistan; Ethiopia, Vietnam and Cam- 
bodia. 

“We must be careful," Begin warned, adding that strategic 
Duel *u- weapons were no deterrent to “taking over country after 
country by proxy." 

Then, tike S a d at , Begin offered up his own country as a reassur- 
ing factor “ Please take into consideration.. .that you have a real ally 
and a stable ally in the Middle East” — Israel. “Let us work together 
to safeguard liberty," Begin said. 

The Middle East leaders' ceremonial appearances in the Senate 
caucus room and House Ways and Means Committee hearing room 
drew about 35 senators and 200 members of the House Those on 
hand were eager to join in the “historic" moment — the word was 
invoked repeatedly — either by posing for photographs with Begin 
and Sadat or asking for their autographs. 

In the House, photographs were the thing. Rep. Tom Downey, 
D-N.Y., predicted that the photos of smiling congressmen with the 
two leaders would soon adorn many congressional newsletters for the 
home folks. “The constituents don’t know we got about three sec- 
onds with each of them,” Downey said. 

Several participants in the Senate meeting for the two leaders 
commented on the different tone of Begin' s and Sadaf s appearances 
before them in the ornate Senate caucus room. 

“ If s very reserved, isrf t it?" one senator asked while Begin was 
still in the room. There was a marked absence of jubiliation or 
celebration, and a lot of talk among senators about the fragility of the 
new peace treaty. 

When Sadat arrived in the caucus room about 15 minutes after 
Begin left, the atmosphere changed abruptly. The 30 or so senators m 
attendance rose spontaneously to give the Egyptian a standing ova- 
tion. Sen. Frank Church, D- Idaho, chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, set the tone for the session by saying: 

“There will be no leader of the Arab world now or In the years to 
come whose name will be more lustrous than yours.'’ 

Majority leader Robert Byrd, D- W. Va., told Sadat, “ among the 
people of our country you rank as one of the world’s most admired 
national leaders.” 

Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., called Sadat “one of the great leaders 
of all time.” 

Begin, too, had been praised by the same senators, but not so 
lavishly. And Sadaf s banter with the senators before and after he 
spoke seemed more relaxed than the obviously fatigued Begin. 

The scene in the Ways and Means hearing room was reminiscent 
of a campaign fund raising dinner. The room was decorated with the 
three countries’ flags, palms and bouquets of red, white and blue 
delphiniums and geraniums. Sadat and Begin shook with virtually, 
every member in the room. 

There was flowery rhetoric on both sides in praise of the new 
treaty, some of it tempered with caution. Sen. Javits observed tint 
“in a real sense Israel and Egypt have made peace with the United 
States, and now embark on the great task of making peace with each 
other.”

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American view of the peace treaty

LONDON - 

President Carter has stressed 
three aspects of the new peace tre- 
aty between Israel and Egypt. 

In Carter' s opinion, the treaty is 
part of an ongoing peace process. 

Secondly, while of major sig- 
nificance in itself it is even more 
important as the first step towards 
a comprehensive agreement cov- 
ering foe remaining parties to the 
Arab- Israeli conflict — Syria, 
Jordan and the Palestinians. 

Finally, the key to this com- 
prehensive peace, in Carter's 
opinion, is the question of the 
legitimate rights of the P alestinian 
people. 

The peace process by which 
eventually a comprehensive set- 
tlement would be reached and 
Palestinian rights affirmed Mil last 
at least six years. And — what has 
not been widely understood — 
much of it remains to be negoti- 
ated in detail. 

The Camp David agreements 
on which the treaty is based are in 
three parts. First there is a general 
“fraraeworkforpeace” setting out 
the principles to be followed in 
subsequent peace negotiations. 
These suggest that some of the 
basic points of the Egyptian- 


Israeli trearv might be copied in 
negotiations with Syria — a 
phased Israeli withdrawal, the 
establishment of demilitarized 
zones with United Nations buffer 
forces; and in return, the establ- 
ishment of a full peace with nor- 
mal relations, including an 
exchange of ambassadors. 

So for Israeli Prime Minister 
Men ahem Begin has given no sign 
that he would be prepared to hand 
back the whole of the occupied 
Golan Heights to Syria. And the 
case of Jordan is complicated by 
the question of the West Bank and 
the future of the Palestinians. 

The second element in the 
Camp David agreements is the 
proposal for a transitional period 
of autonomy for the Palestinians 
of Gaza and the West Bank. An 
agreement between Egypt and 
Israel on this issue is contained in 
an exchange of letters between 
Begin and President Anwar Sadat 
which is parallel to but separate 
from the main peace treaty. Israel 
has thus successfully fended off 
heavy pressure from Egypt for a 
formal “linkage" between the 
peace treaty and the process of 
establishing Palestinian autonomy 
on the West Bank and in Gaza. 

The only linkage is the informal 
one of matching timetables. 

For example, under the peace 


rreaty, Israeli forces are to be 
withdrawn from half of Sinai 
within nine months of the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty. Normal and 
friendly relations will then be 
established between Egypt and 
Israel, including the exchange of 
ambassador within ten months of 
signature, and the lifting of all 
boycotts and trade barriers, with 
free movement between the two 
countries. 

Negotiations to implement the 
agreement on Palestinian auton- 
omy will begin within a month of 
ratification of the treaty, and 
Egypt and Israel have agreed to 
make a “good faith effort" to 
complete negotiations on the 
details within a year. The Egyp- 
tian aim is to get an agreement on 
elections for the Palestinian aut- 
onomous authority within a year. 

- There would then be a transi- 
tional period of up to five years by 
the end of which the future politi- 
cal status of the West Bank and 
Gaza would be negotiated:: 

Begin has kept open an Israeli 
claim to sovereignty over what he 
calls “Judea and Samaria", (the 
West Bank). 

On the eve of the signature of 
the treaty by Sadat and Begin in 
Washington, Carter threw out 
what was intended to be a life-line 
to the Palestine Liberation Organ- 


ization. He repeated in public for 
the first time a proposition discus- 
sed privately with PLO leaders in 
the summer of 1977. 

This was that if the PLO were to 
recognize Israel — which could be 
done by accepting Uniied Nations 
Security Council Resolution 242 
— then the United States would 
have direct dealings with the PLO 
and support the representation of 
the PLO at peace talks . 

The PLO refused to accept 
Resolution 242 because it made 
no reference to Palestinian 
national rights except in terms of 
solving a refugee problem. With 
support from (he Arab states it 
had been pressing for a revision of 
the resolution to include a refer- 
ence to Palestinian national rights. 

The U.S. and other Western 
Powers were against attempting lo 
revise the resolution. 

The U.S. then suggested to the 
PLO that it might recognize 
Resolution 242 officially but at 
the same time make a' parallel 
statement referring to recognition 
of Palestinian legitimate rjght& 

The PLO leadership-was unable 
to agree on this formula and the 
exchanges between Washington 
and Yasser Arafat were then over- 
taken and swamped by Sadat's 
initiative in going to Jerusalem.— 
(OFNS) 


Bid to end Eurodabble

BRUSSELS - 

Could Europe's law makers and bureaucrats be persuaded to 
speak a single language? Or to contend with perhaps two or three? 

Struggling with six official languages, the nine-member Euro- 
pean Community already employs 400 official interpreters (com- 
pared with the United Nations’ 160 in Geneva and New York com- 
bined). 

And the forthcoming enlargement of the Community wfli add 
Spanish, Greek and Portuguese to the existing official languages of 
English, French, German, Italian, Danish and Gaelic, creating 36 
possible combinations for translation and calling for twice the exist- 
ing staff of interpreters. 

Henri Burgmans, the former rector of the College of Europe at 
Bruges, has set out the options open to the Community in a discus- 
sion paper which is likely to provoke a heated and prolonged debate. 
For its author would save the Community from becoming a modem 
Tower of Babel by distinguishing between '‘major” and “mmo£’ 
languages — a distinction Much virtually ensures the rejection of any 
such idea through numerical superiority. 

The discussion paper “Towards a European Cultural Policy” 
publish by the influential private European Cooperation Fund, con- 
siders and rejects the proposition that there might ever be a common 
European language. In the absence of that, it encourages West 
Europeans either to restrict their official business to English, French 
and German or to take great pains to team most of each other’s 
languages. 

These discussions, which may well intensify in the months and 
perhaps years to come, focus on the future policies of the European 


Foundation, whose establishment was agreed at the Rome summit 
conference in 1977. The brain child of Leo Tindemaos, the former 
Belgian prime minister, its task will be “to further mutual under- 
standing between the peoples of the Community." 

It will be based in Paris and concentrate on increasing the 
exchange of people and ideas in the Community, on encouraging 
language teaching and on fostering an awareness of Europe's com- 
mon cultural heritage and development 

The Community is thus engaged in formulating a common cul- 
tural policy whose core in Western Europe must concern the very use 
of common languages. As the discussion paper scornfully put it, the 
European Community remains" one of the few international institu- 
tions to have considered itself., exempt from the need to take any 
action in the sphere of cultural affairs." 

Since political life in the Community involves a constant balanc- 
ing of frequently conflicting regional interests culminating in interna- 
tional legislation, all citizens should have an adequate linguistic 
access to the bargaining process. 

But the practical problem is even greater than that because the 
theoretical free movement of Europeans and their right to work in 
any member country of the Community is in fact largely limited to 
their linguistic ability. 

The European Commission here in Brussels has already put 
forward radical proposals amounting to nothing Less thap a complete 
reappraisal of language 'tuition to suit the needs of the Community. 

The proposals cover the entire educational spectrum from prim- 
ary schools, where pupils may well be the most receptive to foreign 
tongues, to the linguistic requirements of the liberal professions 
whose practice requires a sound knowledge of language. 


Now the discussion paper has taken the Commission's proposals 
further by recommending a -more imaginative training of language 
teachers, the establishment of a Community- wide Pen Oub to prom- 
ote equal rights and protection for authors, and further encourage- 
ment for newspapers to share joint “European” supplements as well 
as the services of foreign correspondents around the world. 

Its author also wants Eurovision, which has been made possible 
through coordinated technological advances, to add cultural events 
to Hs present sports coverage. 

Many European institutions have addressed themselves to the 
problem for some years, devising fresh approaches and dramatically 
increasing language tuitiog in adult education. One of the most 
successful is probably the British Broadcasting Corporation in Lon- 
don, whose language courses, using inexpensive audio-visual aids, 
have enriched the lives of millions. 

Its popular Ensemble course, for example, devised by John Ross 
of the University of Essex, enables an English speaker — tradition- 
ally a tough student of foreign languages — to learn reasonable 
French in just four months. 

The European Commission is meanwhile encouraging the 
establishment of more “European" schools where lessons are being 
taught in several languages. The idea is not to create new schools but 
to give support 1 mainly financial) to existing ones in broadening their 
language curricula. 

In the long-term, the Commission would like every primary and 
secondary school in the Community to employ at least one teacher 
whose mother tongue is being taught as a foreign language and who 
can reflect the society-and culture of the people who speak it. (OFNS)

“ Contrary to what the Egyp- 
tian government claims, the Arab 
summit conference and the fore- 
ign ministers' conference which 
stemmed from it are legal meet- 
ings and empowered to pass the 
resolutions they adopted, ” 
according to “ AJ-Nadwa* ” 

“ Egypt has claimed that the 
conferences were “ illegal " and 
contravened the charter of the 
Arab League which condemned 
interference in the internal affairs 
of member states. But what about 
previous summit conferences 
attended by 'Egyptian presi- 
dents ? ” the paper asked. “ Were 
they also illegal or is validity estab- 
lished only when the resolutions 
are consistent with Egyptian pol- 
icy and wishes? The resolutions 
are legitimate because the League 
charter specifically prohibits any 
dealings with the enemy. " 

“ Arab summit conferences 
were never held to discuss the 
internal affairs of any member 
state, or to encroach on its 


sovereignty. They were always 
held to discuss the common cause 
of the Arabs — all the Arabs. The 
Baghdad conference was held to 
take a joint Arab stand with 
regard to the Camp David accords 
which were later signed by the 
Egyptian president and which 
constituted a flagrant violation of 
Arab rights and interests. The 
foreign ministers’ decisions were 
merely the Arabs' answer to the 
capitulationist agreement signed 
by the Egyptian ruler and 
Menahem Begin, the terrorist and 
thus shared with him the rape of 
Palestine, and the denial of Arab 
rights. 

The action on Egypt is not inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of 
that country, but affects the. ques- 
tion of Palestine. The Egyptian 
action is a gross aggression against 
the entire Arab people and, con- 
sequently, within the authority of 
an Artfo summit to deal with. ” 

“ Begin’ s visit to Egypt added 
insult tq injury,” according to 


“ AJ-Mecfina ” which said that the 
visit took place at the time the vast 
majority of Arab ambassadors left 
the country. 

“ It was planned to further 
deepen the wound inflicted on the 
Arabs by the detachment of Egypt 
from Arab ranks. But the result of 
the visit will drive home to the 
Egyptian people the fact that their 
differences with the Israelis are so 
great they are insurmountable. 
They will also realize that Israel is 
not going to fill the vacuum left by 
the Arabs. But it remains an Arab 
and Egyptian dream that some 
day they will- be able to repair the 
bridges that united them by 
eliminating the causes that sepa- 
rated them. Despite the Egyptian 
ruiefs actions the Egyptian peo- 
ple shall not waver in their com- 
mitment to the Arabs and Mus- 
lims and will still play their role in 
liberating the Muslim's holy 
places.” 

Hailing the proclamation of an 
Islamic republic in Iran, “ Al- 


Rfyadh ” said Iran “ has gone a 
long way to win Arab goodwill and 
develop Muslim brotherhood. 

The government is already con- 
templating the return of three 
Arab islands annexed by the 
deposed Shah 1971 in the Gulf. 

- They belonged to Shaxjah and 
Ras AJ- Khaim ah. “ If this is true, 
the paper said, ” h would certainly 
prove the goodwill and intention 
of those in power in Tehran. Such 
a gesture would enhance Iranian 

— Arab relations and cement the 
friendly bonds between Iran and 
its Gulf neighbors, 

“ The otter gesture is the poss- 
ible change of the na me of the Per- 
sian Gulf to the Islamic Gulf 
because all the states straddling it 
are Islamic. 

“ Yet another development is 
the possible termination of rela- 
tions with Egypt over the separate 
peace treaty with Israel. This 
would be a resounding slap to the 
man who surrendered to Israel 
and a second slap to Israel. 


“ There are few' differences 
today between the Egyptian and 
Israeli regimes, the paper said. 
Both of them had good relations 
with the Shah of Iran. He is gone 
now And they are not far behind. 

“ Such actions by Iran are 
bound to strengthen relations with 
the Arabs especially that it now 
has eradicated Israeli influence 
from the country and cut off oil 
supplies to the Jewish state. ” 

In a com mentary on the abroga- 
tion by China of its friendship tre- 
aty with the Soviet Union, “ Al- 
JBflad said the action is significant 
in that it serves to convince West- 
ern friends that China seriously 
wants to work with them. 

“ The abrogation consolidates 
the grave differences between the 
two countries following the wars 
in Cambodia and Vietnam. 
"China also wants to show the 
Third World that the Soviet Union 
has a foul reputation, hopefully, to 
replace it in those countries."

JEDDAH — Without (Joubt, tbe Arab palate has 
a special -place for sweets. There are delirious, 
sticky calces of alt kinds served on festive occasions. 
It is said that eating honey and sweet things will 
sweeten life and protect one &om sadness and eviL 

Tr aditt nna] cakes, however, are not usually 
baked at home. They are bought from a bakery. 
Maybe this is because Arab bakeries always have 
such-a wonderful variety erf baklm^ Konafa, qataif 
and maamouL It would be difficult to compete with 
this varkify . at home. • 

BaklavaandKonafa are probably the best known 
of Arab outside the Middle East. Baklava is 
made from a buttered 1 * flfca” dough, stuffed with 
walnuts and covered with a. honey synxp.“ Ffla” is 
a. fine, paper-thin dough used throughout the Mid- 
dle East —and in Greece and Turkey — for both 


make the dough into thin enough sheets at home, 
but it is possible to buy the sheets of dough from 
bakeries here in order to bake your own baklava. 
This is a reversal of the traditional way, as people 
used to make their own doi^fa at home, then take h 
along to the baker's shop to bake in his oven. 

Konafa is a pastry that looks rather like shredded 
wheat It has a layer of white goat cheese, butter and 
pine nuts in the middle, and has a sugar syrup 
scented with rose water poured all over it. The 
shredded dough is made by pouring a liquid batter 
of flour and water through a sieve on to a hot metal 
sheet over a fire. The dough sets in strands which 
ere removed from the heat qnickly while they are 
still soft and white. 

Qataif are basically pancakes dipped in -syrup. 
I^iey may also be stuffed with pistachios or walnuts. 
While baklava and konafa probably anw from 
Turkey at the time of the Ottoman Empire, qataif b a 

medieval sweet favored hy thf fHKph nf B aghdad in 



the tenth century. These sweet pancakes are. eaten 
as often as possible during festivals and on happy 
occasions. They are eaten during the Eid at the end 
of Ramadan and often at wedding feasts. 

Maamoul is a delicious melt-in- the- m outh pastry 
stuffed with walnuts, pistachios, almonds or dates. 
In some Middle East countries they are a spring 
speciality, but they appear on all occasions gener- 
ally. Sometimes they are moulded by hand, but 
there are also traditional attractive wooden moulds 
to shape maamoul.

Add the almonds mid essence and bind together with a 
lightly beaten egg white. Allow to set slightly and divide to make one 
piece for each bun. Remove center piece from each bun and insert an 
almond ball in each. To serve, top with whipped cream and place in 
soup plates with hot milk flavored with almond and sweetened to 
taste with sugar poured over. Makes about 18. — (C.K.)

JEDDAH — Tbe China Rose 
Restaurant on Macarona Road is 
one of several facilities available 
in the Saudi-China Commercial 
Center. The restaurant's pride is 
the barbecue, offered at SR 
40 per person. 

At one end of the spado ns din- 
ing room is set out a formidable 
selection of finely chopped and 
sliced raw meats and vegetables, 
numerous sauces and condiments 
and a pile of porcelain bowls. The 
method is to circulate around the 
tables and to pile your bowl as 
high as possible (the food shrinks 
alarmingly in the cooking) with 
your own chokes. We took a lot of 
everything — beet mutton, chic- 
ken, peppers, chillies, carrot, 
onion, tomato,cabbage, sugar 
syrup, lemon, soya sauce, garlic 
and coriander — and handed it to 
one of the two cooks performing 
on a huge drum-like stove in tire 
kitchen next door. Tbe food is 
cooked very rapidly, mixed and . 
scooped up very expertly by the 
cooks. The resulting dish is called 
Mongu Kow Zu, or, in simple- 


F.n gtish, “Mongolian Fry Up.” 

Meanwhile bowls of hot-sour 
soup had been delivered and- we 
ate this pleasant concoction of 
chopped meat, bean sprouts and a 
smooth, picquant stock while the 
Mongu Kow Zd was cooling down 
to a reasonable eating tempera- 
ture. Then dishes of egg fried rice 
appeared and we started on the 
mam dish which was, predictably, 
delicious. .So much so that, 
encouraged by the waiters, we 
returned and went through the 
whole interesting process once 
more. 

The excellent thing about this 
kind of food is that you know it is 
good for you. Apart from the 
esthetics of delightful color, tex- 
ture and taste, it contains all the 
elements (rf a balanced diet You 
never seem to feel blown up and 
uncomfortable even after prodigi- 
ous helpings. How many over- 
weight Chinese does one see in 
comparison to the fleshly overfed 
people of different eating habits 
around the town? 

We had jasmine tea, which is 
pleasantly astringent, afterwards. 


Chinese cuisine does not attempt 
to emulate the variety of swefcts 
that are produced in India or 
Europe, for example, so you can 
only have lychees, if you tike that 
rose-flavored, white fleshed fruit 
— the tinned variety, alas, a poor 
reflection of the scarlet shelled 
exquisiteness of the fresh product. 
It would be pleased if Chinese 
restaurants generally would offer 
patrons some of the crystallized 
gingers, loquats and other tasty 
sweets which are traditional in 
China and Southeast Asia. 

The a la carte menu at the China 
Rose boasts 402 items — a vast 
selection of meats, chicken, duck 
and seafood cooked in an amazing 
variety of ways. Food is essentially 
in the Shanghai taste, sophisti- 
cated and delicately flovored, 
though other regional varieties are 
available. As a general guide Can- 
ton food is sweetish, Szechuan hot 
and Felting salty. Mr. Yang, the 
assistant manager, recommends 
the Peking Duck, a crispy, baked 
specially, and pigeon cooked in 
the same way but with ad ditional 
hot spices. He said that tire various 


sharks fin soups are also popular 
with patrons and an elaborate 
appetizer called Sze Jin Lan Pan, 
composed of cold roasted meats. 

The restaurant is charmingly 
decorated in the Chinese mode. 
There is plenty of room between 
the tables and tbe nine Indone sian 
waiters are well trained and very 
helpful. Modem Chinese vocal 
musk is piped discreetly into the 
background. 

The management offer facili ties 
for banquets and private parties in 
four well-appointed rooms next to 
the main restaurant. 

The Center includes a coffee 
shop, downstairs, which is open 
from 6 a,m.to 12 midnight daily. It 
offers a wide variety of Oriental 
and European snacks. There is 
also a supermarket and an exhibi- 
tion of Chinese art products for 
sale. The take-away service is also 
very popular. There is a help your- 
self buffet lunch available daily in 
the restaurant . at an inclusive 
charge of SR 30, which is good 
value. The atmosphere at the 
China Rose is friendly and effi- 
cient and the food excellent. Tele-

LONDON, April 3 (R) — The British Amateur Athletics Board 
said Tuesday the board would investigate allegations from American 
hi gh jumper Dwight Stones that he received illegal payments for 
competing at meets in Britain. 

Stones, now suspended by the United States Amateur Athletics 
Uuion, said in a report Wednesday in the London “ Daily Mail" that 
he received appearance fees for competing in meets at the Crystal 
Palace in London from 1973 to 1976. 

Stones, speaking from his California home, said: “certainly I did. I 
wouldn't have been in Britain otherwise. You can only compete so 
much and so often. And unless it was profitable I wouldn't have 


He said he was paid with cash in an envelope of a bag, once by an 
athlete and once by an official. 

Secretary David Shaw of the Amateur Athletics Board said the 
matter would be investigated. 

Stones, 25, was suspended by the American AAU last year for 
“improperly allocating” $ 33,400 in prize money he received for 
competing in the “Superstars” television series. He had allegedly put 
the money into a private foundation when AAU rules provide that an 
amateur must donate money to a bona fide athletics dub. 

Stones, a former world record holder said in an interview with the 
American “Sports Illustrated” last week that during his six years as 
one of the world's top high jumpers he earned S 200.000 frou 
amateur athletics. 


He said he had decided early in his career there was nothing 
immoral about accepting -illegal payments. “If everyone else was 
making money, I wasn' t going to work and perform and draw people 
into a stadium and not get paid for it. That’s all there was to it," he 
told the magazine. 

The London meetings referred to by Stones were invitation events 
run by the International Athletics Club (LAC) and sponsored by 
Coca Cola. IAC Chairman David Bedford, former 10,000-meters 
world record holder, commented Tuesday: “As far as the IAC is 
concerned, we have never paid an athlete to oompete. 

“Our accounts go to the Amateur Athletic Association and during 
the 1 1 years the event has been held the accounts have never been 
queried." 

- A spokesman for Coca Cola said: “All we can say is that we have 
sponsored the athletics meeting since its inception. But the organiza- 
tion of the event has been left to the IAC. As sponsors, we just hand 
over the money and they do the resr . r m shocked by Stones’ claims.**

U.S. car firms 
cut production 
owing to strike 

WASHINGTON, April 3 (R) 
— General Motors and Ford, the 
country's two largest motor com- 
panies, have cut back production 
because of a strike by truck drivers 
and an industry lock out. 

A U-S- Chamber of Commerce 
economist said the stoppage was 
expected to cause shortages of 
meat, fruit, vehicles and gas by foe 
end of the week, particularly in foe 
East and Midwest. 

General Motors and Ford both 
said Monday they were putting 
some plants on short time because 
of problems in maintaining sup- 
plies. But government sources 
said it would probably be several 
days before the Carter administra- 
tion took action to resolve the dis- 
pute. 

Talks between the transport 
industry and the Teamsters Union 
broke down at the weekend after 
an offer of a 30 per cent wage 
increase over three years was 
turned down. 

The long-distance drivers cur- 
rently earn about S 10 an hour. 

Tie Teamsters ordered a series 
of selective strikes by 100,000 
drivers and the industry 
responded by calling a lockout.

WASHINGTON, April 3 (R) — The House of Representatives 
has approved raising foe national debt ceiling to $ 830 billion, just 
hours before the government for foe first time would have run out of 
money to pay its bills. 

Treasury Secretary Michael Blumenfoal said earlier Monday 
that if the government's borrowing authority was not increased, 
defeat could have occ tired as early as Monday night. 

After impassioned speech-making, House members passed a 
bill permitting government borrowing of up to $ 830 billion. 

The bill, identical to a Senate measure, now goes to President 
Jimmy Carter, who is expected to sign it quickly so the government 
can resume borrowing to pay its bills.

Three Mile Island plant may have to be abandoned 


HARRISBURG, Pa. April 3 
(AP) — Officials warned Tuesday 
that the Three Mile Island nuclear 
reactor may be so contaminated by 
radiation that the entire facility 
will have to be junked, becoming 
" a I -billion -dollar mausoleum. ” 

That assessment came as atomic 
engineers continued to express 
optimism about the shrinking gas 
bubble inside the crippled reactor. 
But they also worried that vital 
measuring instruments might foil 
because of intense radiation — 
making it impossible to be sure 
what conditions inside the reactor 
were. 

In Washington, Sen. Gaiy Han, 
D. Colo., chairman of the Sub- 
committee on Nuclear Regula- 
tion, said “ it might be more 
expensive to dean up the plant 
than it was to build it It might be a 
1- billion-do Uar mausoleum." 

Rep. Morris Udall, D. Ariz. 
chairman of the House of Rep- 
resentatives Energy Subcommit- 
tee, said the contamination inside 
the containment building was 
” unprecedented in the history of 
nuclear power" and was“ so bad 
it will be months before any poss- 
ible cleanup can begin, if indeed a 
cleanup is possible. " 

“ Nobody’s seen those fuel 
rods, thafs the trouble," Udall 
said. “ You can’t open up the top 
of the reactor and look in, if s just 
too badly contaminated in there. " 

Meanwhile, scientists on the 
scene near Harrisburg were study- 
ing the potentially explosive and 
lethally radioactive gas bubble 
and monitoring the sensitive 
instruments inside the reactor. 


the reactor. Then, in another 
buflding, It bubbled up like soda 
pop does when a bottle cap is 
opened, releasing carbon dioxide. 

They also activated a “ hyd- 
rogen recombiner” encased in 
lead bricks, which helped blend 
oxygen to form water, further 
drawing gas from the atomic pow- 
erhouse and speeding the time 
when the reactor could be brought 
to a cold shutdown. 

A cold shutdown is the point at 
which the reactor no longer poses 
any risk of escaping control. 
Water in the reactor, some 60 


degrees hotter than the boiling 
point, must be brought below boil- 
ing and the pressure relieved. 

On Monday, Harold Denton, 
the NRCs operations chief in 
Harrisburg, said the hydrogen and 
oxygen gas bubble bad shrunk 
“ dramatically. ” He said Signs 
were positive and that the bubble 
had shrunk to a much safer size, 
with less threat of displacing the 
reactor's cooling water. 

Denton said radiation inside the 
top of the reactor building was 
measured at 30,000 roentgens an 
hour, a rate at which a fatal dose 


would be absorbed in 30 seconds. 

One NRC official said radiation 
drifting from the disabled power- 
house had dropped to low levels 
on site. 

Denton also said the reactors 
temperature had dropped signif- 
icantly, with only two fuel cells, 
out of 177, over 400 degrees, sev- 
eral hundred degrees below the 
point at which an e: .osion 
becomes likely. 

But another NRC official, 
Richard Vollmer, said of the bub- 
ble,” we believe"rt is prudent to sit 
and wait a little while to make sure 


it’s not coming back. " 

Vollmer said the instruments 
and vital safety equipment were 
designed to withstand severe acci- 
dent conditions, including high 
radiation, and that “ we would 
expect that those would be cap- 
able of taking it. " 

If some devices failed, be said, it 
would still be possible to control 
the reactor and complete its shut- 
down if enough other devices con- 
tinued to function. 

Denton said a non-essential 
instrument — for measuring water 
flow in a part of the reactor not in

” We know many of these sys- 
tems may be at or beyond then- 
design performance," said Karl 
Abraham, a spokesman for the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
(NRC).

NAIROBI, April 3 (AP) — 
Tanzanian gunners lobbed shells 
at several Ugandan military camps 
overnight, killing 24 -Libyan sol- 
diers and 15 Ugandan soldiers ar 
one base, exile Ugandans said 
Tuesday. 

The exiles said a Ugandan sol- 
dier who fled the temporary camp 
at Namasuka, ten kilometers 
south of Kampala on the road to 
Entebbe, told them long-range 
Tanzanian artillery shelled the 
camp Monday night. 

Exiles also reported shelling of 
a camp at Mutundwe, eight 
kilometers -southwest of Kam- 
pala, at Bom bo, north of Kampala 
and home of the Malire mechan- 
ized battalion, and at Mukomo, a 
suburb of the capital on the 
Kampala-Jinja road. Details were 
not available. 

Residents of Kampala con- 
firmed sbundslaf distant 'shelling, 
but reported no explosions within 
the dty. 

Listeners to Radio Uganda 
short-wave broadcasts in Nairobi 
noted Monday and Tuesday that 
the radio’ s signal was often fading 
and scheduled newscasts were 
being cancelled. 

An engineer contacted in Kam- 
pala said the transmitting facilities 
were still intact, but fewer and 
fewer staffers were reporting for 


work. “ I am the only one on the 
whole floor now," the engineer 
said. 

On Sunday and Monday Tan- 
zania for the first time sent its 
Russian-made MiG 21 jet fighters 
against the Entebbe International 
Airport and an army barracks at 
Jinja, Uganda's second largest dty 
on the road-and-rail route from 
Kampala to Kenya.

Joshua Nkomo, in a news con- 
ference at the headquarters of Ins 
Zimbabwe African People's 
Union (ZAPU), ordered his guer- 
rillas now in neighboring 
Rhodesia to : “ paralyze the 
enemy in all directions. " 

Rhodesia, after 90 years of 
white domination, goes to the 
polls in mid- April to elect a Mack 
majority rule government. 

But Nkomo and his fellow 


“ Patriotic Front” guerrilla co- 
leader, Mozambique-based 
Robert Mugabe, have pledged to 
sabotage the election claiming 
that blacks in the new government 
would just be ** white stooges. ’’ 
They say that whites will continue 
to r’le tiie country from behind a 
black facade. 

Rhodesian security forces are 
preparing for an escalation of the 
war, which has cost the lives of 
12,000 persons on both sides, and 
guerrilla activity has been already 
stepped up. 

Over the weekend, guerrillas 
tried to blow up a fuel depot in 
Salisbury. Last week, they fired 
upon a police station with a 75MM 
artillery piece. 

Nkomo said the decision to 
intensify the guerrilla war before 
the elections has been taken by the 
ZAPU Revolutionary Council. 

Under a ll-point declaration 
signed by most members of the 
Revolutionary Council, and 
codenamed “ the turning point, " 
ZAPU forces inside Rhodesia 
have been ordered to “ openly 
engage and drive any remaining 
enemy or its agents out of ZAPU 
areas. ” 

“ Advance with gal an try on all 
those areas still in enemy hands 
including all enemy military, 
economic and other strategic 
installations. In other words para- 
lyze the enemy in all directions, " 
the declaration said. 


LONDON, April 3 (R) — 
Former Liberal Party leader 
Jeremy Thorpe* accused of plot- 
ting the murder of a male model, 
Tuesday won a postponement of 
his trial so that he can contest the 
May 3 general election. 

His lawyer said the trial 
adjournment was unprecedented 
in English law. 

Thorpe, 49, had been due to go 
to the dock at the Old Bailey Cen- 
tral Criminal Court on April 30, 
just four days before polling. 

The Lord Chief Justice Lord 
Widgery Tuesday set a new trial 
date of May 8. 

His decision will please the Lib- 
erals and could affect the outcome

Insulin implant for diabetes found 


RICHMOND, Va. April 3 
( AP) — A researcher at the Medi- 
cal College of Virginia here says 
that tiny insulin factories 
implanted in the body may some- 
day; ■ replace daily injections for 
millions of diabetics. 

The implantations also bold 
promise of reducing or eliminating 
the heart disease, blindness, nerve 
disorders, kidney damage and 
shorter life span commonly 
associated with conventional insu- 
lin treatment. 

"The prospects are tremend- 
ously exciting,” Dr. Franklin Urn, 
associate professor of clinical 
pathology at MCV, told a news 
conference. 

After 10 years of research, Um 
said, he recently succeeded in con- 
taining living tissue in tiny cap- 
sules in such a way that ft can con- 
tinue to live and grow. 

A chief benefit of the capsule 
method is that the cells inside the 


capsule win produce insulin only 
at the rate the body needs it. 

He said most of the illnesses 
accompanying diabetes stem from 
the fluctuation between loo much 
and too little insulin that occurs 
with the injection method. 

Still to be answered were ques- 
tions of how long the insulin- 
producing cells will survive in the 
capsule and how long the human 
body will tolerate the capsule. 

Although tests have so far only 
been conducted on rats, the 
method offers excellent promise 
that these capsules can be 
implanted in humans as a new 
diabetes treatment. 

Um said there will be at least 
another year of animal research 
before clinical trials begin on 
humans. 

He said furtherexperiments will 
determine how often the implan- 
tations will have to be made, but 
there is a possibility it may be only 


once in a lifetime. 

Most of those afflicted with 
diabetes face a one-third shorter 
life span. 

Lim said it may also be possible 
to use the same technique in treat- 
ing liver and blood diseases and 
hormone deficiencies. 

The diabetes treatment, he said, 
would involve insulin-producing 
cells of the pancreas in tiny cap- 
sules about one-fiftieth of an inch 
in diameter. Exactly where in the 
body they would be implanted has 
not been deter mimed.

NAIROBI, April 3 (AP) — 
Black American filmmaker Gor- 
don Parks Jr., director of the 
movies” SuperA/' and “Three the 
Hard Way,” was killed when his 
light plane crashed on takeoff near 
Nairobi Tuesday, Parks’ film 
company reported. Three others 
on the plane also died. 

Jim Richardson: assistant to 
Parks in directing the movie 
"Revenge,” which was being 
filmed in Kenya, identified two of 
the others killed as Peter Gilfiilan, 
a Kenyan freelance photographer, 
and Miles Burton, a wildlife camp 
operator and former professional 
hunter in Kenya. The pilot was 
identified as Ted Gugis of Kenya. 

Parks, 44, of New York City, 
arrived in Kenya nearly three 
months ago to set up a local film 
company, Richardson said. Parks 
was the grandson of Gordon 
Alexander Parks, the famous 
black photographer, film director, 
author and composer, and the son 
of his oldest son, Gordon Roger 
Parks. 

Witnesses saw the single-engine 
chartered aircraft crash when it 
failed to clear a two- meter fence 
beyond the end of the runway at 
Wilson Airport, for light planes, 
on the edge of Nairobi. 

The aircraft caught fire and the 
passenger cabin burned. 

The cause of the accident was 
not immediately known. The 
bodies were burned almost 
beyond recognition. 

Parks had been headed to Gov- 
ernors' Lodge Camp in ihe 
Kenyan countryside near north- 
ern Tanzania, for shooting on
